On February 12, 2004, the Federal Election Commission reviewed the allegations in your
complaint dated October 8, 2002 and found that, on the basis of the information provided in your
complaint and information provided by respondents, there is no reason to believe Torricelli for
U.S. Senate, Inc. and Timothy Sean Jackson, as treasurer, violated 11 C.F.R. §§ 102.9(e) or
110.1(b)(3)(1))(C). Accordingly, the Commission closed its file in this matter.
